Pursuant to the instructions of Captain W.P. Gannaway 
an investigation was conducted with the following results. 

SUBJECT is a white male, age thirty nine, resides at 
2415 COSTA MESA . PA-7-7155 , and is a self employed painting 
contractor. 

The indices of the Records Bureau of the Dallas Police 
Department were searched with negative results regarding 
SUBJECT. The search was conducted ty Clerk Greenlee. 

The indices of the Identification Bureau of the Dallas 
Police Department were searched with negative results re- 
garding SUBJECT. The search was conducted ty Clerk Crossland. 

The indices of the Dallas County Sheriff Department were 
searched with negative results regarding SUBJECT. The search 
was conducted by Deputy Sanders. 

The indices of the Criminal Intelligence Section reveals 
that on October 30, 1961, HILLY JCE HUCKAEY, DPP # 41102 , an 
inmate in the Texas Department of Corrections, requested per- 
mission to correspond with SUBJECT. (Refer Int. 78-450). 

SUBJECT was interviewed ty the undersigned officer, and 
SUBJECT stated that he, HUBERT SAVAGE. MARGARET SAVAGE. NOLAN 
BURTON, and ESTELLE BURTON were at the SILVER SPUR, 1717 S. 

ERVAT STREET, on April 3,' 1955, celebrating. SUBJECT further 
stated that they were drinking after curfew. SUBJECT stated 
that JACK RUBY came to their table, and told them to leave. 

SUBJECT then stated that they stood up, and started to leave, 

and RUBY started using abisive language, and pointed a pistol — I 
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at them. SUBJECT further stated that ESTELIE BURTON had 
gotton behind RUBY, and hit him over the head with a whiskey 
bottle. SUBJECT stated that the blow cut RUBY'S head, and 
about this time the police arrived. SUBJECT stated that the 
officers told than to leave, and go to a decent place if they 
wanted to drink. 

SUBJECT stated that this was his only contact with JACK 
RUBY. SUBJECT further stated that the only time he saw LEE 
HARVET OSWALD was on television, never in person. SUBJECT 
stated that he had never seen RUBT and OSWALD together.
